Out of Favor. 

“Don’t tell a soul,” he breathed 
for publication, “but the young, 
single man who has been for so 
many years the apple of the hotel- 
employer’s eye is out of favor 
right now. It’s only sensible. 
Every business wants stability of 
employment, and it wouldn’t be 
very smart to ignore the forth- 
coming draft.” : 

Delving for problem industries, 
the reporter advanced his bill, or 
beak, into the lair of a manufac- 
turing jeweler.

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Pay for Teachers 

Once again the pay of Georgia’s school 
teachers appears to be imperiled. Once again 
the name of this state goes all over the na- 
tion as a state that provides so uncertainly for 
the education of its children that even grade 
school teachers face constant danger of lack- 
ing the small pay checks which they must 
have if they are to buy the necessities of life. 

Governor Rivers has sought to borrow for 
the state $3,500,000 to provide the teacher pay 
rolls for the fall months. Banks have refused 
to advance this money unless given direct as- 
surance by Governor-elect Talmadge that the 
obligation will be met after he takes office 
next January. Presumably it is a simple mat- 
ter of proper business safeguard on the part 
of the banks. 

Should Governor-elect Talmadge refuse to 
give satisfactory assurance on this point, it is 
apparent there will be insufficient money in 
the treasury to pay the teachers. Thus they 
will, once again, bear the burden and suffer 
under a condition which, although it has 
threatened for years, has as yet not been 
remedied. 

The finances of the state should be so ar- 
ranged that there need never be any question 
at all about school teachers’ pay. Basically it 
is not a question of what one Governor may 
propose to do or another may or may not 
guarantee. It is, basically, a serious fault in 
the system. 

It is a fault that can only be remedied by 
the legislature. It is, of course, a part of the 
greater problem of all state finances. But 
there can be no greater issue than this specific 
question of school teachers’ pay. 

Provision to prevent future recurrence: of 
such situations must be the most urgent busi- 
ness before the legislature when it convenes. 
Surely, in the combined wisdom of the gen- 
eral assembly, some plan can be worked out 
that would guarantee prompt payment of every 
teacher in the state, every month, regardless of 
politics, general finances of the state or other 
conditions.

Information Wanted 
Mayor Hartsfield has asked city council to 
reduce the speed limit for automobiles to less 
than the 25-mile-an-hour limit which now 
prevails all over the city, within the area of 
downtown Atlanta. While the mayor did not, 


_ in his recommendation, specify a central area 


limit, it is presumed he favors 15 M. P. H., 
inasmuch as he refers to other cities which 
have such an ordinance. 

Before acting on this request, however, it 
would be desirable to know what proportion of 
traffic accidents occur in the downtown area. 
There have been 28 persons killed in traffic 
accidents within the city limits so far this year. 
Compared with 1939, when 28 were killed in 
the entire 12 months, this is a bad record. 

However, if all of the 28 deaths took place 
outside of the downtown area, it will be of 
little use to further reduce the speed limit in 
that area. What is needed is better observance 
of all traffic rules, including the speed limit, 
in all areas, especially those where accidents 
have been most frequent. 

As a matter of fact, it is difficult to travel 
even at the legal rate of 25 M. P. H. in the 
congested areas. During the rush hours of 
morning and later afternoon any motorist who 
can make 15 M. P. H. in the center of the city 
is exceptional. He is much more apt to take 
half an hour to traverse six blocks and to 
find that the top speed reached on his speed- 
ometer, as he crawls along in line, is below 10 
miles per hour. 

Anything which will reduce the hazard of 
Atlanta’s streets is to be commended, but until 
we know how many of the traffic deaths occur 
in the congested area of the city proper, it is 
rather futile to be seeking a merely technical 
reduction of speed which is already, in actual 
practice, almost at the irreducible minimum.

Overcoming Cancer 

Proof that education and a co-ordinated 
program is advancing the fight against cancer 
is found in the report of the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons, showing 36,078 five-year 
cancer cures in the United States. The 1931— 
and first—census showed only about 20,000 
five-year cures. 

The methods of treatment have not been 
radically changed in the period since the first 
census of cures was taken, but the education 
of the public to the possibilities of cures and 
to the early signs of cancer has been carried 
out ceaselessly by doctors and by the Women’s 
Army for the Control of Cancer. They have 
thus reduced the number of needless deaths 
and the untold misery of neglected cases. The 
dividend has been some 16,000 lives. 

But the picture is incomplete without a 
mention of the thousands who still could be 
cured, but who will not through neglect or 
ignorance. The census proves that cancer can 
be cured if only the persons affected are 
brought early enough to the doctors.

Editorial Symposium 
RUSSIA AND GERMANY 

“Tt is more than wishful thinking to interpret 
the massing of the Soviet army on the Rumanian 
frontier as practical testimony that the interests 
of the Soviet in the second World War are not 
with the Nazis, despite a documentary accord,” 
says the PORTLAND OREGONIAN. Agreeing, 
the BOSTON GLOBE believes the solution of the 
present enigmas in southeastern Europe “will be 
found not in Berlin but in Moscow... . The first 
possibility (and the normal one, in view of the 
massing of troops) would be actual conflict be- 
tween the Third Reich and the Soviet Union.” 
And the CLEVELAND PLAIN DEALER declares, 
“It becomes clear now that the war will shift to 
the eastern Mediterranean. By occupying Ru- 
mania the Germans have shut out the Russians.” 

“Tf this is the first fruit of the Brenner Pass 
meeting between Hitler and Mussolini, it may 
involve dangerous risks and pitfalls,” says the 
DESERET NEWS of Salt Lake City, which con- 
tinues: “It implies an immediate challenge to 
Turkey at the Dardanelles, and there are hints 
that Moscow is suspiciously watching Axis move- 
ments. The question is, are the Balkans marked 
out for a battlefield in accordance with an Axis 
offensive arranged at the Brenner Pass?” The 
PROVIDENCE JOURNAL, however, believes, “If 
one kew what thoughts and plans revolve in the 
cold and inscrutable mind of Stalin, one could 
visualize, with more certainty, the pattern of con- 
flict that finally will emerge in the Balkans. Per- 
haps Stalin himself does not know what to do. 
... In this connection, the NEW YORK TIMES 
declares, “Stalin and Molotoff ... seem to be 
lying in a pit of helplnessness which they them- 
selves have dug. They signed their pact of death 
with Hitler last year; they must now abide by 
its consequences.” 

Meanwhile, “Russia may not like what is hap- 
pening in the Balkans but Stalin will not move 
unless he thinks he can win,” asserts the DALLAS 
NEWS. “If Finland convinced him that he had 
overestimated the fighting power of the huge Red 
army, Russia will not move.” And the WASH- 
INGTON POST comments: “It is unlikely that 
Hitler and Mussolini would care to get tangled 
up with the Red army at a moment when neither 
appears to be making real progress in overcoming 
the resistance of Great Britain. On the other 
hand, it is doubtful whether Russia has any de- 
sire to become involved in a war at this time.” 


| THE CAPITAL PARADE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 
FEEDING EUROPE’S HUNGRY WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.— 


Confidential reports -from 
France received in official circles here tell of increasing German 
exactions. Ever since France’s fall, in the words of one authority, 
the Germans have been “taking everything from eggs to tapestries” 
out of the occupied area. Now, however, the looting is being man- 
aged on a more. systematic plan, and the goods removed are of an 
increasingly vital character. ; 

Leading the list are freight cars and other items of railroad 
equipment. Their transport system was the only cog in the na- 
tional machine which the Germans failed to prepare for war. They 
are now at work remedying their deficiency in France, taking 
freight cars out of the occupied area at an appalling rate and, 
-according to reliable informants, forcing the so-called “free” area 
to yield up its quota also. As a result, the French transport system 
is in danger of breakdown, and this danger vastly magnifies the 
threat of widespread famine. 

That the Germans are looting Europe is; of course, a common- 
place by now. Everyone is familiar with the curious system they 
are using in France, by which the loot is “legally” paid for in 
worthless paper, issued at a fixed rate of exchange against the franc, 
required to be accepted at fixed prices on penalty of death, but 
without other backing than the promise of the Vichy government 
to pay the costs of the army of occupation. In addition to the 
looting, however, there are other serious problems. For example, 
during the period of confusion just before and after the French 
defeat, French agriculture was completely disrupted. Crops went 
unharvested. Cattle were not milked, and a big percentage of cows 
came down with udder inflammations. Many food reserves were 
destroyed and many were damaged. 

These misfortunes have compounded the effects of the German 
looting. Even without a transport breakdown, the French food 
situation is probably so serious that the adult French population 
will be barely able to get through the winter. For the children, 
there is not enough now without some supplementation of the 
average diet, chiefly in the form of milk. And this, too, unfor- 
tunately, will soon be impossible. Milk is already being dispensed 
in France only to children who can show a doctor’s certificate of 
need. Even on the certificate system the available supply is suffi- 
cient for only another couple of months. 


BRITAIN AS JUDGE As a result, a bitter intensification of 

oy the debate over feeding or not feeding 
Germany’s victims in Europe may certainly be looked for in the 
near future. In this debate, so far, three lines of argument have 
developed. 


Most persons in the administration and the chief officials of 
the Red Cross take the view that, as Britain is to all intents this 
country’s ally, and Germany-our enemy, the first consideration 
must be to avoid aiding Germany. Those who make this hard- 
headed assessment of the national interest are strongly inclined to 
let the, British be the judges of whether to proceed with European 
relief. The blockade is Britain’s chief weapon, and it is argued 
with some wisdom that this ceuntry had better let Britain use 
her weapon in her own way, without interference. Judging by 
the violent protests received by the Red Cross at the least whisper 
of any other plan, this argument is the most convincing to the 
country. 

Less successful, so far, is another group, led by former President 
Herbert Hoover, and about equally composed of honest humani- 
tarians, like the Quakers, and certain appeasement-minded indi- 
viduals wearing the humanitarian mask. This group places the 
major emphasis on Europe’s need, rather than on war strategy. As 
formulated by Hoover, their proposals do not sound practical, for 
Hoover would require a German guarantee to restore all loot and 
to take no more as a prerequisite for the giving of aid. No such 
guarantee can possibly be obtained, or, if cynically offered, can 
conceivably be relied on. Nevertheless, as the winter weakens the 
resistance and exhausts the reserves of the subject millions in 
Europe, some sort of response to this group may well be looked for. 


TAYLOR’S COMPROMISE Finally, there is a smaller num-

Just as all of us, until a few 
years ago, referred to  veneral 
maladies as “social” diseases, there 
are still those in the labor move- 
ment who refuse to call Com- 
munism by name, and Mr. Gan- 
nett is one of them. Mr. Britt has 
his naughty movements when he 
will call a bolo in private, but he 
is still too bashful to use such 
words in public, and that is the 
cause of our little trouble. 

The pair of them sent me a long 
telegram claiming that I misused 
their appeal to support my charge 
that.the Guild is rotten with Com- 
munism. Gannett says he has 
never identified as Communism 
the influence which has created 
a crisis within the Guild, driven 
out many American members and 
caused the establishment of new, 
rival unions of journalists under 
charters from the AFL.

fluence, and I never 
Myself said he did. I never 
said Britt so identified it, although 
he did. I so identified this influ- 
ence on my own _ responsibility, 
and I also take responsibility for 
dividing the Guild into two ele- 
ments, the Americans and the 
Muscovites. 

But when Britt and Gannett 
collaborated in their telegram of 
protest Britt withheld from Gan- 
nett the fact that he (Britt) in a 
private telephone conversation 
with me did, distinctly and with- 
out reservation, identify the 
guild’s internal enemy as the 
Communist element. Gannett 
seemed surprised when I told him 
that Britt had done this. Britt 
then’admitted that he had identi- 
fied Communism as the evil in- 
fluence and had resented the 
guild’s adherence to the Moscow 
party line in voting against con- 
scription in a trick meeting. He 
insisted, however, that he had 
been unguarded and had not 
thoroughly covered the subject. 
But he admitted that I did not 
hurry him in this original discus- 
sion aand that he had had an op- 
portunity to express any reserva- 
tions which he might have had 
in mind. 

My purpose in phoning Britt, 
in the first place, was twofold. 
First, I wanted to make sure that 
he and Gannett had signed the 
appeal—in other words, that it 
was not a fake. I also wanted to 
ask Britt, as one of the signatories 
and a man of position 


That is right. He never 
did so identify this in- 


he believed the Communists were 
responsible for the crisis mention- 
ed in the appeal. 


Belief Britt flatly - ex- 


pressed this belief 

with no discount. 
Expressed Three times he 
said the Communists were respon- 
sible for the unrepresentative vote 
against conscription, using the 
term “party line” each time. I 
asked these questions to ascertain 
whether a prominent non-Com- 
munist in the guild now agreed 
with my contention that the Com- 
munists wield control. He thus 


confirmed my own conviction, but |.

But when he demanded that I 
“clarify” the record he wanted 
to conceal that part of the record 
which he had already concealed 
from Gannett. To this I replied 
with equal insistence that we 
must deal with all of the record.

Cheevy, an escapist so very like our modern ones there really is 
no difference at all. 


“Miniver loved the days of old

“Miniver sighed for what was not, 
And dreamed of rest from his labors. 
He dreamed of Thebes and Camelot

Miniver thought and thought and thought about it. And that, 
indeed, is all that Miniver ever did. I can recommend that one and 
as a companion reading “Richard Cory,” which makes most of the 
books of collected verses. 

I thought of Miniver yesterday after talking with a most in- 
teresting gentleman from London, Fred Silverman. Mr. Silverman 
has two sons in the British army now fighting in Egypt. He.him- 
self was a prisoner of war in a German prison camp for a period 
during the Worid War. He has just completed, for the British Board 
of Trade, a most amazing journey by plane over all South and 
Central America and Mexico. He now is in New York awaiting 
a flight in a bombing plane back to England. He is a most well- 
informed and interesting person. 

The reason I thought of Miniver was that today there are so 
many of his tribe. There are any number of persons met in the 
ordinary run of the day who yearn for “the days of old.” They 
curse the fate that did not set them down to live through the time 
of William the Conqueror, the French Revolution, our own War 
Between the States, or some other era when knights were bold and 
wore iron clothing. 


THE GREATEST OF ALL Actually, of course, this is the 


greatest time of all to be alive. No 
period of history in all the world can match this one in the march 
of tremendous events; no other era can exceed the heroism of this 
era; no other great period in history offers as much as this one. 

The knights of old are slow and dull compared with the pilot 
of a warplane fighting in the skies.

Want of confidence in the common people is causing the State 
Department much unnecessary anxiety and uncertainty. 

It has apparently lost contact with the grassroots—with men 
who shuck corn and milk cows, men in greasy overalls who work 
in machine shops, men who cut timber and catch fish and drive 
trucks, men and women who work in stores and factories and of- 
fices—and because it doesn’t understand the little people who make 
America, it wastes precious time in trying to “educate” them. 

“The people don’t understand,” says one diplomat to another. 
“They lag behind our swiftly moving world. And we must explain 
things in words of one syllable and thus convince the people and 
win their approval before we try to act.” 

The diplomats are mistaken. If the people are not howling in 
protest, it isn’t because they don’t realize what is being done. 
Their silence is approval. 

The little people do not lag behind the State Department. They 
are three jumps ahead of it. Respect for high office may keep 
them silent in the presence of the great, but to one another they 
say: “Why doesn’t the government act? Why does it waste so much 
time? We need bold, swift action in times like these.” 

Check the record of our recent dealings with other lands and 
you will discover that our people, as a whole, understood and an- 
ticipated and approved everything done by the State Department— 
except when it was obviously wrong. 

They didn’t approve the betrayal of free Spain to appease the 
Fascists, or the selling of Czecho-Slovakia down the river to ap- 
pease Hitler; but they were far ahead of their government in ap- 
proving the sane and decent and necessary things that have been 
done to support freedom and make America safe. 

They wanted the world’s strongest navy; they plead for greater 
armament; they favored conscription of everything needed to make 
us safe; they realized long ago that England and America must 
stand or fall together; they have known from the first that we can 
never be free and safe until somebody overthrows the bandit gov- 
ernments and sets up honest ones in their place. 

Our people know they face a long, tough job, but they do not 
flinch and they are not afraid. They are one in spirit with their 
government when it shows courage and foresight and acts with 
swift efficiency.
